as disclosed by their reports to our 
State Department.”

Ith April. 

THE oneness of the human rice 
—the touch of nature that makes 
all men kin—is never so strikingly 
exhibited as in times of great 
national calamity and distress. 
Men who in times of politic ex- 
cement and unrest sre called 
upon to do their utmost to oppose 
and destroy their fellow-men against 
whom they are arrayed ; in times 
of famine, plague and accident, do 
not hesitate to come forward with 








thoughout the world. By the last 
two or three Amwrican mails to hand 
we learn that the que-tion has been 
discussed and referred to very fully 
by papers of all shades of opinion 


help. They are also a frugal 
people, accustomed to hardships 
and self-denial, living on the sim- 
plest and cheapest foods, but the 
normal poverty of the masses bas 
doubtless teen greatly aggravated 
by the enormous drains of men and 
money in carrying on the war with 
Russia, It is probible that. behind 
this quiet appeal for succour there 
lies a far more ghastly story of 
hunger and want than the secretive 
Japanese are willing to lay bare to 
the world,” 

In the opinion of the Milwaukee 
“S-ntinel” not only sympathy but 
policy shou'd prompt the American 
peop'e to come to the aid of the 
Japanese, ns is evidenced by the 
subjoined short extract from its 
colimns:—“In point of policy a 
golden opportunity now offers to 
str-ngthen the bond and tradition 
of friendship between our country 
and victorious and advancing Japan 
that may well prove of incalouluble 
value for us in our Far Eastern 
relations. ‘There is also the op- 
portunity to show these islanders 
that the religion which apos'les of 











in Canada as well as in the United 
States, nnd the sympathy shown 
and the desire to help to nmelivrate 
the distress caused by the famine, 
is universal, Presiden: Roosevelt's

‘Phey were in he sty sympathy with 
the Japanese in their mighty strug- 
yle with « powerful enemy, and 
they are now taking advantage of| 
the opportunity afforded by the 
famine of giving practical expres- 
sion to their syinpathy. and regard. 
The Cleveland “ Plain Dealer” re- 
fers to this nspect of the case as 
follows :—""They are a people for 
whom most Americans feel a sincere 
liking and admiration, This country 
recently rendered them a grent 
service in making possible for Japan 
an honourable ata time when 
continuation of the struggle might 
have teen only less disastrous to 
Japan than it has proved to her 
antagonist, There are many reasons 
why the hearts of Americans should 
be moved by the distress of ihe 
Japanese, and by no ile woul 
the friendly aid charitable act 
which the President purposes be 
more highly appreciated than by 
those of Japan.” 

‘The “Kansas City Journal” 
mukes the following remarks 
on the subject:—"The Ja- 
panese are a proud, self. 
reliant, reticent race, and the 
famine must be widesprend and

The total failure of the 
rice crop Inst year, it seems, in 
the provinces of Miyagi, Iwate, and, 
Fukushima, was the greatest famine 
that bas been known for sixty 
“OF the 3,000,000 people 
in this district,” says Mr. Uchida, 
“neatly a million are on the verge 
of starvation, and a great many are 
barely subsisting on the bark of 
trees rovts of s‘irubs.” 

Ih is interesting to learn that the 
steamship Shawmut left the United 
States on the 10th of March with 
wheat and flour contributed by the 
people of Washington to the relief| 
of the sufferers from the famine. 
But speedy and generous though 
the response for help has been, the 
magnitude of the calamity 
room for much more to be done in 
the same dir ction if adequate relief, 
ia to be affvided to the sufferers,

hai is as good as that to be obtain- 
ed in most schools in England. We 
may call attention to one point in 
particular, and thab is, that while 
of the whole numbor of entries the 
percentage of successes (about 80 per 
cent) is most commendably high, 
comparatively few of those who 
have been succeseful in the prelim- 
inary or junior section remain at 
school long enough to enter for the 
senior. This last year the only boy 
in Shanghai to enter for the senior 
passed with Honours; roughly 
speaking boys enter for the pre- 
liminary up to the age of 14, for 
the junior up to 16, and above 
that age for the senior, yet while 
at home boys remain ‘ab school 
long enough to enter for the senior, 
in Shanghai they generally leave 
school at the age of 16 or even 15. 
Now this a matter whieh may be 
commended to the consideration of 
parents and taipaus, A boy who 
can pass the Cambridge senior in 
has brought bis work 
fully up to that of a boy who has 
been succeseful in the same 
xamination in England. A boy's

WOUNDED MEN IN 
THE RECENT WAR. 


19th Aprit 
Iris now some y we 
wrote for these columns an article 
on “ Wounded men in the Coming 
War,” that war which, though ex- 
pested, has never yet occurred, the 
great European war, In it we 





pointed out what were then the 






in army, and it was seen thad 
that time it was thoughts 
itable that wounded men would 
have to take their chance. There 
would be too many of them forany- 
body to think of, much less to at- 
tend to. 

Since then the great Russo- 
japanese war has come and gone, 
a marvel in ite progress, a wonder 
ab its close, and now a subject of 
study the wor'd over, Soldiers, 
sailors, commissariat officials, and 
doctors are busy examining into 
the system which produced such 
results, That they will find flaws 
is certain, Some have already been 
pointed out. There are spots on 
the sun ilself, and the Land of 
the Rising Sun can hardly hope 
to escape its share. But, so far, 
we have heard of no shortcoming 
discovered by either nurse or doctor, 
and it is plain from the statistics 
published that, in the present 
‘condition of medical knewledge and 
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practice, it would bave been diffi- 
cult, if nod impos-ible, to have 
achieved be'ter results than those 
attendant upon the efforts of the 


Japanese authorities. To show that 
this is so we reprodi 





luce certain 
res fom a recently published 
book “The Real Triumph of Japan,” 


written by an American surgeon, |d 


Dr. Seaman, who, as a volunteer, 
attended the Sepenes hospitals 
during the war. He says that in 
six monthe’ fighting in the Crimen 
Great Britein end France lost 
12,000 men in battle, and 50,000 
fiom diseas’. The Russian pro- 
portion in the war of 1877-8 was 
nearly the same: 20,000 in battle, 
80,000 from disease. The United 
States’ estimate for the civil war, 
places the losses in battle at only 
one fourth those from disease, and 
the Jupanese experience against 
the Chinese in 18945 was in the 
same way a preventable loss of three 
toone. It was because they felt 
thes: loases to be preventable thas 
they so’ to work to find the 
means of prevention. Foreseving, 
the colossal struggle before them, 
they recogerised that their losses 
most be reduced to a minimum 
ifthey were to have any hope of| 
success, It was, of course, entirely 
beyond the range of calculation 
that Russin shonli, by her stupen- 
dous blunders, handicap herself 
so terribly that the task of Japan 
was appreciably lightened, So the 
order went forth, and with I 
order the men, for an examination 
into the medical and surgeal war 
measures of the world, From the 
reports thus received the Japanese 
drew up their plans, ‘Ih se were 
based partly on German practi 
with improvements, partly on Ame- 
niean teaching. 

When the war began, therefore 
every Japanese soldier knew that, 
iv the event of being hit he wou'd 
have the best attention the world 
could provide. More than this, he 
was taught to believe that there 
wasn guardian angel, in the form 
ofchemist or doctor, watching over: 
him, and best of atl he was directed 
how to care for himself. He was 
waroed that ia wounds dirt means 
danger. Therefore he bathed before 
abatile and put on his cleanest 
clothes, That enteric troub'e is 
the result of impurity in food 
or drink was also dinned into 
him, and with the very first’ 
flight of his adventurous van- 
guard there went chemists who 
tested the water and classified it as 
drinkable or undrinkable. Others 
sterilised the milk and boiled the 
water, others attended to fumigat- 
ing apparatus, bathe, X-ray ins- 
truments, and the like, Every 
bandage was stetilised. Dootors 
and nurses from Western lands all 
agree ns to tho admirable manner in 
which these things were planned, 



































nd the thoroughness with which 
they were carried out. 

What was the result? Figures 
are at times far moro eloquent than 
words. We have shown above 
what used to be the ratio in the 
campaigns of the enligh'ened west 
between the losses by battle and 

It lay between four and 
toone. Turning to the Japa 
nese figures as given by Dr. 
Seaman, we reai that while 52,946 
men died from wounds only 11,992 
died from disease, Roughly the 
ratio remains the same, but it has 
changed over. What is provent- 
able bas been prevented, and for the 
first time science has triumphed 
under the most unfavourable con- 
ditions. The moral is obvious,

‘The Government's repudiation of 

the allegations made at the 

time in ‘the native pewspapers, 
apparently ab the instigation 
of the guilty officials them- 
selves, was therefore complete, 
but we are fortunate in being able 
this morning to supplement what 
wwe have already written by publish- 
ing the report made by Dr, Dawe, 
of H.M.S. Snipe, as the result of; 
his post-mortem examination of the 
istrate’s body. The document 
lengthy and the details are not 
altogether pleasant reading, but they 
‘are necessary for a proper under- 
standing of the conclusions at 
which Dr. Dawe arrived, and 
which he explains in the most 
lucid way. ‘The report disposes once 
and for all of the ab.urd idea that 
the magistrate’s wounds were in- 
flicted by the late Father Lacruche, 
or by any other person than the 
misguided victim himself.

THE news received yesterday 
that San Francisco had been visited 
by a very severo earthquake was 
the general theme of conversation 
iu business and social circles, Tho 
frequent enquirics made at our 
office indicated the keen interest, 
and anxiety in some cases, to got 
faller particulars of this ‘wholly 
unexpected catastrophe, This is 
nob surprising when it is remem- 
bered that there are many here 
who have business relationships 
with San Francisco, whilst others 
have personal friends and ne- 

uaintances in the stricken city. 
Quite recently we referred to the 
active sympathy shown by the 
American people to the sufferers by 
the famine in Japan, and now that 
this calamity has befallen them, the 
sympathetic condolences of ' the 
civilised world will not be withheld. 

%o ion of the catastrophe 
was received—by—Consul-General 
Rogers yesterday vid Manila. Tie 
telegram received by him adds 
that the cily is under martial 
law, The Great Northern Tele- 
graph Co, Ld. also issued an 
express notifying that the Com- 
méreial Pacific Cable Company 
advise that, owing to the earth- 
quake, traffic to San Francisco and 
beyond will be subject to indefinite 
delay, their San Francisco office 
‘being temporarily abandoned. 

The present series of seismic die. 
turbances has now, it may be hoped, 
reached its climax. Only this week 
Formosa has suffered again from- 
severe shocks, whilst slighter shocks 
have been experienced in widely- 
separated districta of China. In 
this connection the recent violent 
activity of Vesuvius is certainly 
something more than a mere coinci- 
dence. It is remarkeble that volcanic 
eruptions are frequently the pre- 
cursors of seismic disturbances, 
but, generally speaking, the earth- 

uake shocks are experienced in 
localities far removed from the 
scenes of volcanic eruption. It has 
been noticed also that earthquakes 
appear to have a predilection for 
the 30th parallel ; why this should 
be so is not so apparent.
